sound, impulsive sound 
is a sound that is typi- 
cally less than one sec- 
ond, has an abrupt 
onset and rapid decay, 
examples are hammers 
and pile drivers and 
fireworks. Pure tone is 
defined as a single or 
compact range of fre- 
quency that may be per- 
ceived as a whine, hum, 
squeal or buzz. Sources 
of these types of noises 
are typically heating, 
air conditioning units 
and refrigerator units. 

“Traverse City has 
the best noise ordi- 
nance,” McCahan said. 
That ordinance has 
been used by McCahan 
to draft one for Boyne 
City. 

The city did havea 
noise ordinance and 
after 30 complaints 
from residents, the ordi- 
nance was reviewed in 
September 2009 by 
Charlevoix County Dis- 
trict Court Judge 
Richard May who ruled 
that it was vague, over- 
broad and unconstitu- 
tional. 

The Traverse City 
noise ordinance begins 
with the statement that 
excessive sound and vi- 
brations are a serious 
hazard to the public. 
The people have a right 
to and should be en- 
sured an environment 
free from excessive 
sound and vibration 
that may jeopardize 
their health, welfare or 
safety or degrade the 
quality of life, the state- 
ment language says. 

It allows for a noise 
control officer with the 
authority to issue tick- 
ets. Penalties may bea 
fine and the minimum 
fine shall be doubled for 
a second violation and 
tripled for a third viola- 
tion within any 90-day 
period. 

The city planner 
would draft an ordi- 
nance for Boyne City 
upon the request of the 
city manager and com- 
missioners.

It’s easy to get caught up in the 
bad news. As Michigander’s we 
have certainly had our fill of that 
in the last several years. What isn’t 
always as easy to see and hear, 
however, is the good news about the 
progress Michigan has been mak- 
ing. 

To start with, let’s look at the Big 
Three automakers...engines that 
literally drive our state’s economy. 
Selling nearly 13 million vehicles 
last year, Ford, G.M. and Chrysler 
all posted increases to their bottom 
lines in 2011. Chrysler, who in 2008 
became the first U.S. major au- 
tomaker to file bankruptcy since 
Studebaker in the 1930’s, posted the 
biggest U.S. sales gain of all at 26 
percent. General Motors, who filed 
for bankruptcy in 2009, saw an in- 
crease of 18 percent, and Ford, who 
hung on during their downturn, 
was up 11 percent. 

Last Friday, Reuter’s news serv- 
ice reported that G.M. had re- 
gained its title as the world’s 
top-selling automaker, with former 
leader, Toyota, falling to the num- 
ber three spot. To accomplish this 
feat, the automaker sold over 9 mil- 
lion vehicles worldwide last year. 
These gains ultimately translate 
into jobs, and The Center for Auto- 
motive Research reports that de- 
mand has the current Big Three 
workforce at near maximum capac- 
ity, and 36,000 new manufacturing 
jobs are predicted to open up over 
the next three years. 

That excitement was recently re- 
flected in the largest attendance 
since 2005 at this year’s North 
American International Auto Show 
held in Detroit in from January 9th 
through the 22nd.

Michigan’s transportation systems 
by investing in roads throughout 
the state and regional transit in the 
southeastern sector. The address 
also announced the launching of 
Pure Michigan Fit; a collaborative 
program with Gerber Products, 
Michigan Grocers Association and 
Michigan Health and Hospital As- 
sociation, aimed at providing nu- 
tritional information for parents 
and caregivers, and the Governor 
vowed to continue pursuing tax re- 
form efforts designed to promote 
job growth. 

Even housing sales in Michigan, 
a highly visible barometer of our 
state’s economic troubles, are 
showing encouraging signs. The 
Michigan Association of Realtors 
reported that monthly home sales 
statistics in 2011 consistently out- 
paced 2010 levels.

increase. 

Bob Anderson, East Jordan City 
Administrator, observers, “the 
overall attitude and spirit in our 
area and with of our City Commis- 
sioners seems to indicate more op- 
timism for the coming year. We are 
seeing some new businesses start- 
ing up, and we are planning to im- 
plement plans to help improve and 
promote tourism in our area in the 
coming year.” 

Boyne City Manager, Michael 
Cain, relates, “We are coming in to 
2012 with three major projects un- 
derway; a new factory, a senior citi- 
zen residential complex, and credit 
union in town, and each are ex- 
pected to be completed in 2012. So 
we have momentum, and we are 
cautiously optimistic looking for- 
ward into 2012.” 

While these are certainly still 
tough times, the boost Michigan is 
experiencing in the automotive and 
housing sectors are pointing to- 
ward a welcome light at the end of 
a dark economic tunnel. Michigan 
may have reluctantly led the jour- 
ney into that tunnel several years 
ago, we may now very well be 
poised to lead the way out.

MDOT reminder: Don’t plow snow into the road 


Although it’s been a light winter so far, 
the Michigan Department of Transporta- 
tion (MDOT) is reminding residents living 
along state trunklines to be careful as they 
plow snow. 

Two main concerns are when residents 
and businesses pile snow at the ends of 
driveways along the highway shoulder, and 
when snow is pushed across the road, leav- 
ing snow or slush on the road surface. 

The Michigan Vehicle Code prohibits 
“the obstruction of safety vision by re- 


moval or deposit of snow, ice, or slush.” 
This includes the end of driveways, where 


banked snow can reduce visibility for vehi- 


cles trying to enter the roadway. 

“When the snowbanks get higher than 
your average car, it makes it very difficult 
for motorists to see other vehicles,” said 


State Transportation Director Kirk T. Steu- 


dle “Our crews work to keep the shoulders 
clear for motorist safety and we need resi- 


dents and business owners to do the same.” 


Leaving a trail of snow on the pavement 


while plowing across the road also can 
cause problems. The snow can become 
packed and create ridges on the road, or, as 
temperatures change, the area can become 
icy. 

“Careless plowing creates an added haz- 
ard to unsuspecting motorists and to road 
maintenance personnel,” Steudle said. 

It also is important to remember that 
local ordinances may require residents and 
businesses to keep sidewalks clear of snow. 
This is important for pedestrians and those 


waiting for the bus. 

“Winter can be a difficult time to get 
around for those on foot, so please take the 
extra effort to clear your sidewalks and 
help everyone stay mobile and safe,” Steu- 
dle said.

I think it’s always a good 
idea to do it yourself. And 
to be honest, I never rec- 
ommend fee-only plan- 
ners.

Lots of times in a mar- 
riage you'll have a situa- 
tion where one person 
wants to save more, while 
the other is excited to 
move on toward invest- 
ing.

So, the emer- 
gency fund really deals 
with someone’s own per- 
sonal level of peace. Re- 
member Murphy’s Law, 
and how it says that says 
if something can go 
wrong it will go wrong? 
Your emergency fund is 
Murphy Repellant. Some 
people just want to make 
sure he doesn’t knock on 
the door, while others 
make sure he stays in the 
next county! 

There are always prac- 
tical considerations you 
can use to determine the 
amount of your emer- 
gency fund. If you both 
have very stable jobs, 
you'll probably be okay 
saving up three or four 
months of expenses. But 
if just one of you works 
outside the home, or if 
one is self-employed or 
on commission, leaning 
toward the six month 
side is probably a good 
idea. 

Of course, you can al- 
ways compromise. Start 
out with three months, 
but add a little every once 
in a while until you reach 
a point where you’re both 
comfortable.

WITHHOLDING DESSERT WON'T CHANGE DAUGHTER'S BEHAVIOR 


firming your daughter’s 


Q: We have a 7-year-old 
daughter who has started 
stealing sweets from the 
kitchen. This is new behav- 
ior, and we're at a loss 
about discipline for her. 
She's already lost all of her 
dessert privileges. What else 
can we do? 

Juli: One of the things 
that may be complicating 
your response to your 
daughter’s sweet tooth is 
that there are really two 
different parenting issues 
to deal with. The more ob- 
vious issue is your concern 
about your daughter’s diet. 
It’s natural for kids to 
crave sugary snacks. At 7, 
your daughter doesn’t have 
the self-control or maturity 
to limit her intake of un- 
healthy food. I wouldn’t 
overreact to her desire to 
eat sweets. Food can easily 
become a control issue, 
which can become a pre- 
cursor for disordered eat- 
ing in the future. Just be 
sure that you are modeling 
moderation in your own 
diet. 


involving your daughter’s 
behavior is trust. Sneaking 
is a form of deception. 
That’s a big deal. Rather 
than scolding your daugh- 
ter about the sweets, I 
would talk seriously with 
her about trust in your re- 
lationship. Explain to her 
that if she wants some- 
thing to eat, all she has to 
do is ask. Even though you 
may sometimes say “no” 
when she asks for a dough- 
nut right before dinner, as- 
sure her that you will be 
sensitive to her needs. 
Instead of disciplining 
her behavior with no 
dessert, which emphasizes 
the food issue, consider a 
consequence that has more 
to do with building trust in 


your relationship.

Q: Can you suggest some 
ways! can connect with my 
daughter? It’s one of my 
goals for the New Year. She 
has a good relationship with 
her mom because they’re 
interested in the same “girl 


stuff.” But she’s just about to 
reach the teen years, and | 
want her to have a strong 
bond with her dad, foo, es- 
pecially before she starts 
dating. 

Jim: I can’t think of a 
more worthwhile New 
Year’s resolution! Gener- 
ally speaking, the most ef- 
fective thing you can do to 
strengthen ties with your 
daughter is to make time 
for her — in both quality 
and quantity. According to 
my friend, Dr. Kevin 
Leman, the bond fathers 
develop with their daugh- 
ters during times of real 
conversation and connec- 
tion can pay huge divi- 
dends. 

This is especially true 
for girls in the “tween” 
years. Dr. Leman advises 
that dads with daughters 
in this age group date them 
on a regular basis. Show- 
ing your daughter that 
she’s a high priority is es- 
sential for many reasons. 
For one thing, it will help 
her seek out men who will 
respect her later in life. Af- 


femininity and treating 
her special says to her, 
“Honey, seek out someone 
who will treat you right.” 
In other words, if you can 
demonstrate for your 
daughter what a true gen- 
tleman is like — someone 
who honors her, respects 
her and values her — she’ll 
be more likely to gravitate 
toward men like that when 
she enters the dating 
world. 

On a regular basis, 
make an effort to take your 
daughter out to dinner, a 
movie, around of minia- 
ture golf — or whatever in- 
terests her. I know it’s 
tough, especially when 
you're likely working full 
time and you also need to 
make room on your calen- 
dar to date your wife. But 
it’s so important. The in- 
vestment you make in your 
daughter now will impact 
her for the rest of her life.

Robert William McCullough 
passed away peacefully at his home 
on the shores of Lake Michigan with 
his family by his side on Thursday, 
Jan. 19, 2012.
